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stoted that the Knftl ls o omnlng, obrevd politiolan vho vill go to any end» to 
óbtoin hie goal ood that he ie eapdble of getting rld of his etMsdos *if thls 
forthers the Arob Cau»e.*3?/ prevetieolly oXI sonreee eonevr thot the ex-tfciftl 
is ooe of the shrevdest oTijrah leoders, rather v mnnlno os l y distru*ted, hut nooe 
the less to be feared.

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HaJ Aadn •l-Hiisayni, the Uuftl of Jemaalem, la one of the moet 
oontroveralal and notoríoue politleal leaders of the vorld* King nf no 
country, having no amy, exiled, forever poiaed for flight from one 
eenmtry to another in disguiae, he haa aurvived because of hie remark- 
•ble ability to play the Gbrltish •gainat the Freneh, the Freneh againat 
the Grltishi and the Aaerleana agalnst bothj and also because he haa 
beeeroe a ayobol among the Ar&be for defendlng them a^inat the Zionista# 

Hla auave penehant for intrigue, his delle&te manipnlation of one Arab 
faetion against enother# eoobined with the popularity of hia slogan of 
a imited llualim world f haa made him a sytnbol and afored in the HLddle 
taat that is dlfficult to eope rith and well iugh impoeslble to deatroy* 

The names of ltoehiavelli, Ricbolieu, and líettemieh eane to mind to de- 
aeribe him, yet nozmof these apply* Alone # without a state, he playa an 
internatlonal game on behelf of hla fellow Mialiaa* That they are unr 
grateful, unprepared, and dlvideel by cooplax and innumerable sehiama, doea 
not deter him from his dream* 

The Iftifti la • aan of strlklng appearence« Vigoroua, ereet, and 
proud, like a number of Falestlnlan Artba he has plnk-whito skin and 
blue eyea* Hla hair and besrd, formerly a fooey red, la now grey* He 
alnays weara an ankle length blaek robe and a tarbuah wound with a apot- 
lesa turban* Part of hia eharm llea in hia deep Orlental courtoay; he 
aees a visitor not only to the door, tut to tho gate as irell, and speeda 
hia on hie m y with blesainga* Another of hia aaaets la hls well-modulated 
voiee and hia cultur«d Arabie vooabulary« He ean both preaeh and argue 
effeetively, and la well veraed In all the problema of Ialam and Arab 
nationaliem* Kia syatleal devotior to his oause, which ia indiviaibly 
bound up with hia personal and family aggrendiiement, haa been unflagg- 
ing, and he haa nover deviated from his theme* For hls numeroua illit- 
erate follovera, auoh politieal eonalateney and aimplielty haa ita ad- 
vantagea* The làiftl haa alvays knovm well how to explolt Iftialim hatred 
of "lnfldel* rule« 

The Iftifti was born, Arain al-Husayni, at Jemaalea, probably in 1693* 
The Huaaynia were one of the two moat prorinent Arab Palestinian f&mlllee 
and elaimed deaeent frora the Prophet Vfuhamraad. The rank of MUftl, be- 
atowed upon Amln'a father, Tahir al-Husaynl, by the Ottoman Government, 
aignifled that the bearer was an eldor religlouA leader in tho cocnunity. 
Amln'a elder half-brother, Kemal, waa aimilarly honored* 

Amin al-Huaayni attended -Zt. Goorge'a Sehool in Jemaalen, thon went 
to al-Athar Univeralty in Cair He oade ti»o pilgrimage to léeoea, reeeived 
the title of HaJ, then went to Turkey where he aerved in the Turkiah Army 
during World ffar I* After the capltulatlon of the Ottonan Bmpire in 1916, 
he waa attaehed to the Brltlsh Public Securlty Servlee ln Palestlne, ehang- 
Ing over la t er to work for the Freneh Seeret Serviee in Damaacua« He speaks 
Sngliah, Freneh and Turkiah ln additlon to hia native Arabio# 

Aa a writer and teaehor ln Jemsalem ln 1920, Haj Asdn mo implieated 
ln the anti-Jewiah riota and had to flee to Tranajordan* He waa eonviet- 
ed by the court of the British Mandatory Oovernmant and senteneed in afr- 
aentia to ten yeara in priaon, but the High Gomraiaaioner for Paleaiine, 
SrBarbert 3arauel, granted hlm a pardon, and aeeepted Haj Andn aa the 
Arabe' eholee for the poeltlon of Vftifti ln 1921* In 1922 he waa mado 
president of the newly eatabliahed Supreme Husllm Councll, a poeitlon 
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which gave hin eharge of t.he finanees nf the Whkfs (UusXim pioua endesr- 
merrtfl ) , in addl tlon to some appointive patronage* If both the Britlsh 
and the Zionists hoped that these honors and positions of trust would 
neutrali»e HaJ Amin f s proelivlties for intrigue f they irere mistaken* He 
was even at that time a sir *jle-minded devotee of Arab nationalism, an 

unalterable opponent of 2i ìiem, and a mat* wliling to go to any lengths 

to attaln hls ends* 

While living in Jeruaalem, the Mufti married a woman who remains 
naoeless and had flve daughters and a son* His eon Mahnmmad 3alah-el*Din, 
bom in 1921, ma educated in Igypt, where he still resides aa a sort of 
protéeé of King P&n<« 

As Mufti, HaJ Andn led the Palastinian Arabs In the flght agalnst 
Jewish inmlgratlon and agalnst the sale of Land to Jews« He ma a member 
of mny Arab delegationa sent to London to discuss the P&lestlne problem, 
notably the Shaw Inquiry Comaisslon in 1930« There he testlfled that he 
had refused an offer of a quarter of a million pounds offered hia by a 

relative of Dr* Chalm Weitmann if he would not oppose the aale of Arab 

land. In Ifey 1930 he appeared before the League of Nations ln Oenova to 
protest further implementation of tha Balf our Deelaration. Within Pales- 
tlne, he organised the Arabs and beeame president of the Arab Higher Com- 
mittee formed Aprll 2$, 1936* 

Diseord and rioting between the Arabs and Jows continued in 1936 anrt 
1937, climaxlng in the assasslnatlon of the British Commissioner of Oalilee 
in August 1937* The Uufti*s politieal party, eoneiderod responsible for 
this outrage, was outlawed and the Supreme Uusllm Council dissolved. The 
Kufti, in danger of arrest, took refuge in «ie Haram al*-3harlf (The Dorao 
of the Roek) in Jeruaale». In this saered Mualim shrino he was proteeted 
by a fanatioal bodyguard ond the British did not dare lnv&de tho sanctuary« 
Mareover, eertaln offlelals in Whitehall malntalned that the Uufti must 
not be eompletely alienated as he was the only outstanding leader ln 
P&lestlne with whom thay eovltl negotiato. In Oetober, dlsguised as a 
Bedouin, and under * ver of night, he fled to Jaffa where a eoastal sail 
boat smuggled him to the I/ banrn* There hls spiritual poaition, coupled 
with strained Franeo-British relations, saved him from arrest by tho Freneh, 

In the village of Junlah the Muftl set up & "eitadel of intrigue n , 
established eoesmnleatlons with his henehmen in various parts of the Near 
Bast, and almost invnedlately beoame involved with agents af Italy and 
Oermany# Mussollni, who had already proelaimed himself tho proteetor of 
Islam, offered the Mufti asylum in Itallan Libya, but the Muftl remained 
in the Lebanon until September 1939« Wh^n World War II begpn, the Brltìsh 
requested the Preneh to deliver the Vuftl into thelr custody # While theso 
negotiatlons were in progress the Muftl slipped away to Baghdad to Joln 
his friend and fellest-nationaliat, Rashid Ali al-Caylani, and there to 
plot for an Axis orientotion of Iraq, 

Qn Aprll 10, I9Ul» Rashld Ali ? s coup succeeded» He proelalmed him- 
aelf Prime Minister of Iraq, deelared war against Brltaln, signed a seeret 
treaty with Oerraany and Italy, and with tho assistanee of *Tho :, Qoldon 
Square n (an Sngllsh term for four Golonels in the Iraq Army) attempted to 
ejeot the Britlah fram Iraq* The revolt was 111-tlmeA and though it had 
eonslderable support fran young nationallsts, was quelied withln six areeks 
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by British troopa f Rashid *li fled with the Uufti to Iran* The Uufti 
took up residenee in the J* oanese Legption at Tehran. When the events 
of Septeaber 19hl neeessitated the evacuatlon of the Axis diplomatio 
staffs from that clty # perodssion was also pranted by the Iranian Gov- 
ernaent for tho evacuation of about J00 Italian eltisens* Dr* Luigi 
Petrucci # the Italian Minister, realisod that this nas an cxcellcnt 
ohanee to evaeeate the Mufti at the same tlme. Disguisod as an Italian, 

Ha j Amin travelled with the Italians by bus and tniek to Ir*erum, whonce 
they contÌnued their Joumey by troin via Ankara and Istanbul to Rome. 

Oh November 5# 191*1 the Mufti left Rome to Joln Rashld Ali al-Oaylarrl 
in Berlin* 

The lèifti and Oaylani, both treated as guests of the Ftlhrer, wore 
put under the speeial guardianship of Dr« Pritz Grobba, head of the 
Arab Politieal Bureau in the German Ministry of Forolgn Affairs, who # 
vhilo Ambassador ln Iraq f had planned tho Rashid Ali revolt. The two 
Arabe were expected to be important pawns in the hands of the Germans, 
to be shuttlad baek and forth betwecn Rome and Berlin and uaed as prop- 
agandlsts to win Boslim sympathy for the Axis cause # Dr* Sdmund Veeson- 
mayer f the former Geraan Hinlster to Hungary f who knew the Mufti and 
Oaylanl at thia period felt that the lfufti was the less praetieal of the 
two Arabe* The lfufti aaw all problems from the Bhislia polnt of view and 
was ebeessod with the droam of a unítod islamie state which would streteh 
froo Moroeeo to Bosnia and eas 1 /ard to Pakistan. But the Germans found 
that the )fuftl f in spite of hi; aspiratlons was unable to arbuse Islam* 

Although he broadeast ìn Arabie over the Axís radio, and. toured Oroatia 
and Boanla, trying to rally Muslims to the Oerman side, he was not an 
•ffeetlve propagpndist* Deluded by his own pan-Arab eonvietions, the 
Kufti made the mistake of appoaling to the Arab world as if it were an 
entlty* Another cause of h 4 a failure as a propagandist was his negative 
approaeh* He had many erit Leisms of fìritlsh imperlalism but nothing 

oonstructive to offer to th i Arab world in ita plaee* Ho gavo his last i 

Aois broadeaat on June 15 # 19U3, ealling upon tho Arabs to rise agalnst 

the BrLtish and the Jews. The British were not alarmed* All through thls I 

time BBC in London followed a poliey of steady mild debunlrlng of the Vfufti, I 

and refrained from open attaek. The Germans froo that timtì on eonsidered 

hlm a liabllity and cut his subeldy to a subslstence level only. He had 

also eome to loggerheads with Rashid Ali al-Oaylani and the two had eeased 

to have speaking acquaintance f so that they were kept far apart fay the i 

Germans* But Haj Amin al-Husayni had evidently seereted In 3witaerland 

eonslderáble sums which the Oeraans pald him betwoen 19U1 and 19U3# and 

he has lived on these assets slnee 19U9* 

In líay 19U5 the lfuftl went from Bad Gastein in Austria to Switaer- I 

land with sotne flfteen followers, but 3wiss authorities, not earing to be i 

rosponsible for so difficult and eontroveraial a eoopany, deported them 
at onee to Franee. The group was housod in a auburb of Paris* Various 
Arab Oovernments appealed ln valn for the lfuftl f s return to Jsrusalem. 

The Freneh wished to keep the lfuftl, and the British, for thelr part f were I 

not anxiou8 to have hlm delivered into thelr custody* The arrest ^f the 
lfuftl wou!d foreo the embarrassing dllemoa of whether to prosecute hia for I 

treason and incur Arab hatred, or to ignore hls war reeord and risk the i 

eharge of favoritlsm# 
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While living in Paris, the Hufti renowed hia eontaeta with the cob»~ 
plieated politieal naehine which he naintained in varioua parts of the 
Uualin irorld, and, ineidentall , renewed his feuda with eertain Arab 
lead era • Hie prlneipal henehajn in Paleetì at that timo included Jamal 
Huaajmi, 3>r. Hueayn Khalidi, kunif Hosayni, Iehaq al-Danrieh, Raeeim 
al-Khalidi, Ahmfld Hllffll, Izzat Darwa»ah and finlle Ohuri. Even within 
thie inner eirelo there wore quarrcle over money and poeitien. None gave 
their eanplete loyalty to the Uufti, althemgh all feared hin* Within 
the Arab Highor Coemittea , the Huftl and llusa Alami wero enmpletely at 
varianee. The Uuftl has n ver had any friendship for the membors and 
aupporters of the Hashlmit dynasty, and has always regarded King Abdullah 
of Jordan as a partlcular rival. 

The Hufti, in spite of his genteel ehann, ls ruthleas tovmrd his 
opponents in the Arab group* He has a personal bodyguard of somo twenty 
well disdplined and effieient gimnen who not only proteet him but earry 
out his miasions of assaosinatlon. The Nashaahibi family has for centuries 
been a rival of the Husaynifl in tho «rab eoramnity of Jerusalem. In Nov- 
ember 19U1, Fakhri Bey Naehashibi was liquidated at the Uufti*s ordors 
while visiting Baghdad. Certain Arabs caught selling land to Jews ;7oro 
terrorised, and in 19L7, a liberal labor leader, 3ani Taha, was killed 
on the streets of Halfa. All sourcee attributed this omrder to the tfufti* 
Yet, despite this effort to ,, disclpline ,, Palestinian Arabe, he was unable 
to gain effeetive eontrol over them. He was feared by his assoeiates, 
who regretted hls retum to Cairo, but who dared not ehallenge his de- 
eisions. His folleerers existed in overy Arab country, however, and eon- 
stant intrigue was going on in his behalf in Rgypt, Syria and the Lebanon. 

In lfereh 19L6 there were nsnors that the British wished to doport the 
Mufti to the Seyehelles, and there woro counter rumors that several Arab 
countrie8 hftd offered him refuge. Foroign Seeretary Bovin had rcputedly 
oftde a request to the Freneh F^reign Offlee for the ertrftdition nf the 
tfuftì and hsd been ref uaed. B- vln then reqv3flted that the Mufti bo kopt 
under aurveillance so that he night not lea.e Franee. Whlle membera of 
the Freneh, Brltlsh and Ameriean intelllgenee serviees wero eheeking 
planes and visas under tho suspicion that the J!ufti might attompt to leave 
Paris, the Muf ti bearded a THa flight f or Cairo on Uay 29. He had shaved 
hls beard, dyed his hflir, arvi was tho bearer of a Syrian passport, issued 
to hls frlend Mar f uf DawalAbi. Dawalibi, then the le^l counselor of the 
Syrian Logption in Paris, . as & prooinent anti-Westom Arab nfttionalist 
and a fim eollaborfttor with the Mafti. Before boarding the plane, HaJ 
Anln kindly sent a letter to the British Bmbassy informing tham that ho 
was about to "fly the eoopl The Syrian MLnister to Franeo, who hftd asslst- 
ed in procurlng the passport, left hastlly and quletly for Oeneva. The 
Mhftl, aeeonpanied by his seeretary Ali Rushdi Inan, was soon safely in 
the alr, whlle the real Dawalibl was stlll ln Paris. It was sevoral daya 
beforo the Brltlsh aseertalned that tho Mufti had arrived ln Cairo. The 
British Ambassador then requested tho Bgyptian Govemment to gi\e no put^ 
Heity to the presenee of the Moftl in Bgypt. Klng Faruq replied that 
the notieo would be in the papers the next day, and it was. In tho opin- 
ion nf Ameriean offieials in Cairo, this move by King Faruq ^ve Bgypt 
inereased prestlge with ertreme nationalist leaders in the entiro Near 
Bast, and sorvod to strengthen Bgyptian leadership of the Arab League 
States whero the Mufti was eonsidered the best avallablo threat against 
the Zlonists. In the meanwhile the Mufti's latest move was hailed in the 
Muslia press, and he was aeeorded an unrestrainod wolcone by the populace. 
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Prayers were held for the oeeaaion in al-A*har Uoeque f and eheers for the 
Mufti developed into anti-Briti«h # antiKJovemment nenifeatations which 
prew aeriou« enough to require poíiee interferenee to quiet the crowd # 

After prooising not to take part in any politieal activity # the l(ufti 
with four of hia followers waa eatablished in Villa Aida, at Alexandria 
en July l# 19U6. Arab leaders at onee began to beat a path to hia door, 
but were alwaya reeeivad rt unofficially rt * 3aid the llufti, rt if the Jewiah 
Ageney ia permitted to apread propaganda, eolleet funda, prepare armiea, 
and buy amnunition, then the Araba at loast have the right to meet and 
discuaa their plana* rt HaJ Amin al-Husayni waa determined that the Arabe 
8hould take up arms ln the event of tha partltlon of Paleatine* There 
were indieationa in the fall of l?l*6 that the Uufti was in touch with 
the Britiah, and had thelr taeit eonsont for hia aetivities. A Labaneae 
Ohrlatian who interviewed hio then aaid that he had never seen the Uufti 
ao pre^Britiah. But the Uufti himaelf beeame inereasingly diacouraged 
with the aitbation. Ha deplored tho W3r.knesa of the Arab League, blamed 
King Abdullah for ereating diaaenaion an^ng the Arebs by hia "Oreater 
dyria rt projeet, and felt that CommunÌ3t appnts had made great inror.da in 
the entire Kiddle Sast. 

The sÌtuation in Palestin' grew noro tenae in 19U7« The Kufti # under 
eonatant attaek from Zioniata . .xl unalterab' • determined to fifht the parti- 
tlon of Paloatine, travelled to Boirut in Oetober, without a Lebanese riaa, 
to partieipate in an Arab League rneoting ealled to eonslder the Paloatine 
problea. At thia meeting tha kufti net stiff oppoeition to hia plea that 
&11 the Arab countrioa aaaiat tho Palestine Arabe to reaiet the partltion 
of their country. In Deeerber he retumed to Cairo. When the actual eon- 
fliet betweun tlje Araba ar> the Jewo earae, disaenaion and Joalouay between 
the felloarere of the Kuftl -.nd the pro-Haahimite adherents of King Abdullah 
eucceedod in negating much of the Arabe 1 milltary powor. Tho IhiftiJs 
ohoiee for leader of the Arab anqy was the Iraqi General Taha al-Haahiml, 
while tho ^yrlane inaiated on Fawii Qawuqji; thus two eomroanders tosk thé 
field at the etart of the eampaign, and later the situation was further 
eamplieated by the inaiatanee of the Sgyptiana on still a third aeparate 
ooomand. 

A ao-ealled Paloatino Arab Oovernraent waa set up in Gaaa in Septembor 
X9U8, under the protoetlon of tha Eeyptian Oovemmant. The poaition of 
Preaident waa left vaeant, prea\oably for the Mufti to occupy at a fututq 
date. The personnel of the Oasa Oovemment was eomposod of his follovrera, 
and it waa believed that the Mufti had had much to do vdth their ehoiee. 

If the Oaaa Oovemnent was intended to rlval the Jewish Ageney, tho Arabe 
were ambitious» This small group of Palostine Arabs could not in any way 
eonpete with the intemational organiiation of the Zionists. Tho Gaza 
Arab Government eotisted for a time, on paoor only, and then foldod ita 
tents. Koreover* the Araba in Palostine wcre dividod in thelr allogianee# 
One group desired to be inoorporated into Jordan, whilo tha Kufti*s gt*oup 
clung unrealiatically to their dream ox an ìidepeiaont faiestxnc iuraB 
atate. Qradually the chauviniatic appeal that the Xufti had had lost 
ita attreetion for the war-weary Arabs, and the Ihifti^s influence reaoh- 
ed its nadir in the winter of ??lx8-l9lx9* Haj Amin had alienated King 
Faruq and the membera of the E, yptian Oover :ent, he had the support of no 
great power, ho had been unable to weld together evon the aurrounding 
Arab countriea into any ur;.niaity of aetion or opinion and he had been 
unable to proelaim a Jlhad. 
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In Oetober Ì9li9» HftJ Amin went to Saudi Arabia, ondeavoring to obtain 
eupport from Ibn Sa*ud for tho ereation of an indopendent Arab Paleatlne* 
líeaeagea fran fhitehall wer sent to the Brltish Ghargé in Jidda, instmet- 
ing him to inform the Saudi Arabian Oo'/emnent that the Britiah Foreign 
Offieo did not in any way :rove of the Uuftl*s plan* Shortly aftor thlfl 
the llhifti left Jidda in King Ibn Sa'ttd's plane on a miflaion to Damascu5* 

He intended to diesuade the Syrian Ooremnent froo ita rumored projoet of 
union with Iraq. 

In February 1951# HaJ Amin presided over the WorId Iftialim Oonforeneo 
held at Karaehi* Although the Gonferenee was unofficial in eharaeter, 
noarly forty delegates from ihislim countries attonded* The prlndpal 
resolution passed by the Conference was that "no power on earth ean bronk 
the ties which bind the people of Pakiatan and Kashmir", and all Vuslim 
countrtos were to direet thei^ ropresentatlves at the UN to support Pflk- 
lstan's atand on Kashedr. Other rosolutions doalt irith Paloatine, Africa # 
and Hyderabad, and all stressed the neeessity for the eooperation of tho 
ihislim world* Froffl Karaehi, HaJ amin went to Kabul ln Msreh whero 

ho attemptod to resolvo Af ^arr-Pakistan dlfferenees on the baslfl of prlvate 
inforraal talks. He apparently hoped to encourage a sottleraont of the 
n Puahtooniatan" iasue by again ualnc tha ploa for Islamie unity, insist- 
ing tliat this unity is the only proteetion of the Iftjslim world against 
the evila of Comnunism« It Is belioved, h nr wever, that HiJ Aoin'fl oxcursion 
lnto the effairs of Af fhanistan and PakLstan is merely a phase of his raost 
eamest porpose to aehieve ltuslira unity in ordor to drlve the Zionists 
out of Palestino. 

Lateat reports regarding the líuftl indleato that the Britiah Foreign 
Offlee would like to effeet a rapproehomont betweon Abdullah and HaJ Amin, 
or at least between Abdullah and the f ollesrers of HaJ Amin, t-o staolliae 
and unify the enlarged state of Jordan. Whethcr such a plan er.ri ever 
materialise or not, the Iftiftl ia still a povrer ln tho Hlddle Bast. Rlfl 
saall, but well or^nised gr up of henehmen penetrate everv country in the 
Huslim world, and the populr r appeal his fllogpn for Muslim unity eannot 
be denled, hovever unrealistic it may appear to be» Thare is no t&nglble 
evidenee that he has ever desirtd Soviet mipport for his plans, and lt ls 
out of eharaeter that ho ever would. Tho Ger«n Foreign Gffiee could never 
diaeern that he strove for anything w re than pan-Arab union# While the 
Zlonista eonslder hlm slightly wcrse than Mephistopholes and have used hiffl 
as a symbol of Naslsm, thia is false. He earod nothin^ about Naslsm and 
dld not woit woll with Germans. Ho rornrded then meroly a a ifìfltrumentfl to 
be used for hís own aims*
